BROADENING CIIICISTIAN HORI- 
ZONS: SAUL'S CONVERSION 

LESSON TEXT-A^ OiMO. 
nn?PhP^^" TEXT-I was ntit tJlsobcdlonl 
unto the heavenly vision— Acts 20: ID. 



The conversion of Saul is rocog- 
.nizcd as one of liie outstanding 
events in Bible history. When two 
bnlhant Kn^lish lawyers, Lord Lyt- 
tleton and Sir Gilbert West, set out 
to disprove the truth of Christianity, 
they selected the resurrection of 
Christ and the slory of Paul's con- 
version -as the focal points of their 
proof. Working indopondontly. they 
then came tOKcthor to compare 
notes, and found thai they had both 
become Christians as they had be- 
come convinced of the truth of the 
Scriptures. 

The Iv.-o events may well stand 
together as mighty evidence for 
Christianity, for only on the ground 
of regeneration can the change in 
Sau! bo accounted for, and only on 
the assurance thai he met the risen 
Christ on the Damascus road can 
we account for his conversion. This 
is a great lesson, let us make the 
very most of ii. 

I. Saul, a iiold rersccutor (vv. 

As our lesson opens we find the 
brilliant and zealous young Jew, 
Saul, "yet breathing out thrcaten- 
ings and slaughter against the dis- 
ciples of the Lord." The persocu- 
tions in Jerusalem had practically 
wiped out the church in that city. 
but had scattered the disciples 
abroad, and thus the witness had 
been spread. The death of the godly 
Stephen, to which Saul had given 
his approval, had only increased his 
determination to destroy those who 
were "of the way" of Jesus. Looking 
for new fields to conquer, he car- 
ried with him to Damascus letters 
from the high priest at Jcru.salem. 
giving him authority to imprison the 
followers of Christ. Rut on the wav 
ho met Christ Himself, and was 
stricken to the earth. 

II. Saul, a Convicted Sinner (vv. 
3-9). 

Stricken down by a brilliant hoav- 
only light, ho finds himself talkln;i 
to the Lord Je.sus. He hears from 
His holy lips the snlunm indictmt'nt 
of those wiio persecute G<(d s i.en- 
pie— "Why persecutpsl ihuu me?" 
Ho who lays unkind hands upun, or 
brings untrue- accusnliun agnin.st. 
God's children had best beware, for 
so closely is our Lord identified with 
His people that when they suffer, it 
is He who iioars the hurl. 

In a single sentence the Lord dis- 
poses of the persecuting zeal and 
the sinful .skepticism of tliis pmud 
young Pharisee, and Saul enters into 
Damascus not as the haughty per- 
secutor, hut ns a man trembling and 
astonished. Ho spends three davs 
shut in with his own soul and God. 
not seeing, not caring to ont. but 
entering into cominuninn with God. 
By God's grace the old life is pulled 
up by the roots as it. is displaced 
by the new life in Clu-ist Jesus. 

III. Ananias, an Ohedient Disci- 
Iile (vv. 10-12). 

Ananias was the "I am here, 
Lord" typo of Christinnlo whom the 
Lord could confidenlly commit His 
important business. All we know of 
liim is wh;il is contained in this 
chapter, but it is a very beautiful 
and enviable record. God is able 
to work directly on any human soul 
arid accomplish His end (as Ho did 
with Saul on the Damascus road), 
but His usual manner of working is 
through faithful human agencies. 
One wonders how much would be 
accomplished for God if every Chris- 
lion were as willing and ready as 
was Ananias to do the Lord's bid- 
ding in seeking out and helping a 
struggling soul. 

The greatest of all Christian lead- 
ers, the apostle Paul, was led out 
into his life of loyalty and service 
to Christ by a humble layman. Re- 
peatodly God's Word by precept and 
example stresses the vital impor 
lance of personal work on the pan 
of laymen and woinon. The lead 
ers of Christian work during the com 
ing generation are now in the Sun 
day school cla.ssos of our cliurches. 
perhaps in a little wayside chapel in 
the country, in tiie village ciuirch. 
in tho mi.ssion or settlement house, 
or in Ihe great city church. 

IV. Saul, a Chosen Witness (vv. 
15, IC). 

The fears of Ananias that Saul 
might still be a worker of evil (v. 
13) were soon overcome hy God's 
assurance Ihat in tlio praying Saul 
He had prepared for Himself "a 
chosen vessel" (v. 15) to boar the 
gospel to the Gentiles and to kings, 
as well as to Israel. 

The great witness of Saul was to 
be accompanied by great suffering. 
How often the Iwo go together, and 
both inay be (as they were in Paul's 
life) for God's glory. Saul knew
